Now this War 
is the principal ſubjett of the Supplement, and 
pes 2 a matter well worthy to be knawn, as a 
moſt material Tranſattion of this Age. Being 
a thing ſo remarkable and near our times, I 
have beey wery particular in it, and therefore 
given an gexait account of the Tranſactions. of 
every Tear apart. 1 have mor been ſparing of 
any labour in perufing ſuch Authors as have 
writ of it, and extratting from them as much 
as my intended Brevity would permit, and tho' 
I deligned to have been much ſhorter, the vas 
riety of accidents is ſuch, that it has obliged 
me to run it out to a much greater bulk than 'at 
firſt I deſigned. Neither have I wanted infor 
mation in many particulars tauched in this Supe 
plement, from Perſons who were preſent and Eyee 
witneſſes, to the Attions therein related.

Their own, becauſe being but ſo ſmall 
a People; they yet ſet no limits to their defires, : 
but rather ſtretched forth their greedy hands 
to'catch at all the Riches of the Eaſt, and turn 
them to' their peculiar uſe, without confidering 
how much eafier it has always been found to ace 
quire much, than af ag what is ſo unrea- 
Janably acquired. It was their Neighbours a-

Birth : Alſo the famous Oroſius born at Tarragona in Ca- 
talonia, flouriſhed at Brage. "The Prelates of Spain find- 
ing it not only convenient, but neceſfary to conſult 
with St. Auguſtin then Biſhop of Hippo in Africk, for the 
better ſettling and adjuſting of matzers of Religion, then 
much perplexed with Doubts and Controverlies ; Bale- 
onius at that time, Biſhop of Braga, made-choice of O- 
rofius to be ſent to him with this Meflage. The chief 
point given him in charge, was about the means of ex- 
tirpating the Hereſies then ſpread abour Spain; St. Au- 
fuſtin having therein given his own Opinion, ordered 
Orefius to paſs over into the Holy Land, there to take 
the advice alſo of the other Pillar of the Church Sr. 
Fierome, who relided there at that time. There Oro/ius

7. Ellenor the new Queen' of Portugal was the Laff 
Year at Evora, on the 18th. of February delivered of a 
Prince called Charles, who lived but Fifteen Months. This 
Year on the 18thyof June, at Zisbor, ſhe brought forth 
the Princeſs \ Many Matches were propoſed f6r 
this Lady, butnone took Effect, fo that ſhe died a Maid 
at the Age of 57 Years. After long Debates, and Three 
ſeveral Embaſſies ſent by Charles Duke of Savoy to ob- 
tain Beatrix, King Emanuel's ſecond Daughter for his 
Wife, the Match was concluded. She had 150000 
Crowns Portion, and was conducted to Savoy with extra- 
ordinary Expence. Eighteen Sail were fitted out to tran(- 
port the Priaceſs,and a moſt ſplendid Retinue accompa- 
nied her. In fine, ſhe embarked on the 5th. of Auguſt, 
lay Five Days a Board on the River, and then ſet Sail on 
the Day of the Feaſt of S. Laurence, By this Princeſs 
the Duke of Savoy had his Son Emannzl Filibertus, from 
whom the Dukes of that Houſe are deſcended. Ber- 
narain Ribeyro, a Man well born, and an ingenious Poet, 
was in love with the Princeſs, and ſhe favoured him 
for his Wit. Seeing her depart he became a Hermit at 
Siatra; thence he went a Pilgrim into Zaly, and retur- 
ning through Savoy he received Charity of the Dutch- 
efs, who knowing him, ordered he ſhould not ſtay inthe 
City. He returned Home,-and ended his Life with his 
Pilgrimage. - The Yenerians, who had for many Years 
enjoyed all the Trade of Spice, being now depriv'd of 
it by the Portugueſe baving diſcovered [n4ia, ſent an 


Emoaſlador to pray they might be allowed all that was 
above what the Kingdom conſumed, at a certain Rate. 
This Embafſador was honourably entertained, but re- 
ceived not a fatisfattory Anſwer. X x6 
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8. Such was now the flouriſhing Eſtate of LZ:sbor 
that it was with Forreign* Embaſſadors and 
Merchants Parts, Inthe _— of this Profpe- 
rity and Grandeur King Emanuel fell fick of a Lethar- 
gy , then the jap Diſtemper reigning, Per- 
- ceiving his End draw nigh, he performed all the Atts of 
a good Chriſtian, and died the 13th. of December, 
the Ninth day of his Sickneſs, 
and 27th. of his Regs. His Body was Interred in his 
- Church of Belews, where his Son built him a ſtately 
Tomb. Before his Death happened a moſt cruel Fa- 
mine, and after that, a terrible Plague. The Peſtilence 
continued the following Year,and ſuch prodigious Earth- 
uakes ſhook the [{land of S. Adichael, that Mountains 

ll upon ſome Villages, and others were overturned in- 

to the Sea, with great ſlaughter of the Inhabitants, 
Emanael, as to Stature, was tall, ſomewhat lean, 
s Hair dark-brown, his Forehead high, his Eyes green 
and pleaſant, his Arms ſo long, that when hanging 
down, his Fin reached below his knees. He was 
much addicted to all Sports, as Riding, Dancing, Mu- 
fick, and Feaſting; very Devour, and therefore on Holy- 
days went to ſeveral Churches; extraordinary Charitable, 
a lover of Aſtrologers and Jeſters. He reformed ſeveral 
Religious Houſes, that lived nor regularly. 

9. HisStruCtures were ſo many, and fo great, it would 
{well to a Volume to particularize them ; in ſhort, they 
were Thirteen Monaſteries in Portzgal, beſides all thote 
in Aſa, Africk, and America; and beſides Repairs in 
other Places, Eight great Churches, the great Hoſpital 
of Lizbon, Five Palaces, Cuſtom-houſes, Store-houles, 
many Magazines plentifully ſtored, and above Twenty 
Forts of conſiderable Magnitude, beſides many of leis 
note. Alfo ſeveral Bridges, Moles, Fountains, and other 
Works were begun and finiſhed by him. To encourage 
Gentlemen to | ca in Africk, he inſtituted new Com- 
mendaries to Reward thoſe that deſerved well, and al- 
lowed Wages to an Hundred Knights for their Enter- 
tainment there. He firſt gave the hundredth Penny of 
his Revenue to Pious Uſes. By him the Laws of the 
Kingdom were digeſted into Method, and Regiſters 
made of all Eſtates and Foundations, as alſo a Book of 
the Arms of the Nobility. Kings at Arms, andq Rules 
of Blazon, were of his introducing into Portugs/, Antony 
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Roarignez,, the fit Maſter of that Science here, bein 
ſent to moſt Courts bf Chriſtendom, to4nform himſe 
perfeftly therein. . The Chronicles down 'to his own 
days he cauſed to be corredted, Romancing Edward Gal- 
vam, and Ry de Pina, who laboured in that Afﬀair, He 
had three Wives; the firſt, Elizabeth, Widow of Prince 
Alonſo, in her Right he.was at Toledo ſworn Heir to the 
Crowns of Caſtile and Leon, The ſecond was Xdary, 
Siſter to the former, both Daughters to King Ferdinand 
and Queen Elzabeth of Caſtile and Aragon, The third 
was Ellenor, Daughter to King Philip the Firſt of Spain, 
Siſter to the Emperor Charles the Fifth, and Niece to 
both his former Wives. 

10. By his Firſt Wife he had Ifſue, Prince Afchae! 
who died at Zaragoga, not quite Two Years of Age, ha- 
ving been Sworn Heir to all the Kingdoms of Spain, By 
the Second Wife, he had, Firſt, Job», his Succeſſor. Se- 
condly, Elizabeth, Wife to Charles the Fifth, and Mo- 
ther to King Philip the Second. Thirdly, Beatrix, Wife 
to Charles the Third Duke of Savoy, Fourthly, Lewis, 
Duke of Beja, and Conſtable of Port»gal, Father to 4n- 
tony, Prior of Crato; who tho a Baſtard afpired to the 
Crown. Fitthly, Ferdinand, Duke of Guarda, who left 
no Iflue. Sixthly, Alonſo, the Cardinal and Archbiſhop 
of Lisbon. Seventhly, Henry, the Cardinal and Arch- 
biſhop of Braga, Lisbon, and Evora; who afterwards 
was King. Eighthly, Edward, Duke of Guimaraens, who 
married El:zabeth, Daughter and Heireſs of James Duke 


of Braganga, by whom he had two Daughters; Mary the 


eldeſt married to Alexander Farnefins, Dake of Parma; 
and Katherine , Dutcheſs of Bragarga, from whom, 
tho the younger, are Deſcended the late Kings of Port«- 
gal. Ninthly, Afary. Tenthly, Antony, who both died 
mn their Infancy. By the Third Wife, Firſt, Char/es, who 
died an Infant, Secondly, /Aary, who died a Maid at

I V John the Third, was Second Son to King Ema- 
, nel, and the Firſt, by his Second Wife, born 
at Li;bon on the 6th. of 7#ne, 1502, about Two in the

' Morning, It was obſervable, that this being the midſt of 


Summer, when the Weather is uſually ſettled fair, juſt 
at that time, there aroſe ſuch a terrible Storm of Wind, 
Rain, Thunder and Lightning, that none living had ever 
ſeen the like. Whilſt this Prince was Baptizing, there 
broke out ſuch a Fire in the Palace, as alarmed the 
whole Court, and gave occafion to various Conjetures 
on what it might Prognoſticate, The Prince was juſt a 
Yer old, when his Father Aflembling the Corres, or Par- 
liament at Zzsbon, cauſed him to be ſworn Heir to the 
Crowri, At three Years of Age lie was weaned. Being 
come out of” his Infancy, .he was gwen in charge to 
Gonzalo Figueyra, a Noble Citizen of L:5bon, the Queen 
his Mother (till overſeeing his Education. The Biſhop 
of Tangier taught him his Grammar,and Lewes Teyxeyra 
inſtructed him in the Laws, yet he profited little in 
ether, never thoroughly underſtanding any Book that 
belonged ro them. Nor was he more ſucceſsful in Aſtro- 
logy, faughr him by Thowas ade Torres, then Famous in 
that Science and Phyſick- In ſhort; at the end of his 
Studies, the Prince was found very ignorant ; for tho' 
be had an excellent Memory, he never applyed himſelf 
to Learning, and his Maſters feared diſobliging him. In 
the Year 1512, the Prince fell down from a Gallery in 
the Palace, ſo that for 24 hours the Dottors deſpaired 
of his Life, After that, he came to himſelf, and re- 
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covered, a ſmall ſcar of a hurt received in the fall re- 


manning on his forehead. Next, he had a violent Fit of 
Acknels, which once paſſed, he continued healthy all 
the remaining part of is Life, At.this Age RO ng 
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began to make himſelf acquainted with Buſineſs, t 
which he applyed himſelf better than to his Book. 

2. The King, later than had been expected, ſettled 
the Prince's Family, and appointed all the Officers of 
his Houſhold, among which, his principal Favouritg 
were D. Lewis de Silveyra, and D. Antony de Ataiae, I), 
Lewis de Silveyra was ſuſpebted to incenſe the King 
gainſt his Father, after his marrying Queen Z/enor, Siſter 
to Charles the Fifth, once deſigned for the Prince, as wy 
faid in the forgoing Chapter. Hereupon D. Lewis wa 
baniſhed the Court, but as ſoon as ever King John camy 
to the Crown, he was recalled, It being the Cuſtom th 
Proclaim the new King the third day after the Death of 
his Predecefſor, this Solemnity was, for ſeveral urgent 
Reaſons, deferred till the fixth day, when it was per- 
formed with the uſual Ceremonies. The new King un- 
derſtanding that a Fleet was fitting in France, in order 
to make new Diſcoveries in na:za and Braſil, and that 
ſeveral French Pirates infeſted the Portagaeſe Seas, ſent 
D. John de Silveyra to put that King in mind of the An- 
cient Friendſhip betwixt thoſe two Crowns, and require 
redreſs of thoſe Wrongs. This Embaſlador had an Ho 
nourable Reception, bur no Succeſs in his Buſineſs. Are:

WE are now drawing to the end of this tedious War, 

' and though betwixt the death of King John, and 
the Conclufiori of the: Peace, there happened ſeveral
